Arni, whereas, the Petroleum aiid Bxplosives Safely 
Organis^ion is satisfied that the proposed import of 
explosives shall be used for oil CxpbruCion purposes and, 
therefore, necessary exemption may be gi-anicd fnw the 
purview of sub*rule(2)f>fRule3I oftheExplosivci Rules, 
1983 which prohibit import or expon of e xplosi ves spec i (Ted 
herein by air; 

And, whereas, the f^irecior General 0 1 Civi IA v ial i on 
has, in exercise of the powers conferred by rule 8 of die 
Aircrafts Rules, 1937, granted necessary permissiofi wiih 
certain conditions to M/s. Schluinberger Asia Services 
Limited, Mumbai to carry such explosives by •d)fvidc ilieir 
permit number 156*DC/2008 dated ilie 26 May. 2008 which 
is valid upto the 31 st October. 2008; 

Now, therefore, in exercise ol'tlie powers timfcrred 
by sub-section (2) of Section 14 of tiic Explosives 
Act, 1884 (4 of 1884), Ihe Central Go\ eminent hereby 
exempts M/s. SchlumbergerAsia Services Limited, Mumbai 
from the provisions of sub-rule (2) of Rule 31 of the

ITte arrangement 
shall cmiiinuc (ill such transfer t$ completed 
and ibc van is duly locked and leaves the site; 

(vi) smoking or use of naked light shall i>ol be 
permuted within the cordoned area; and 

<vii) vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to 
fhe storage magazine licensed under the said 
rules and no undue delay shall be made on the 
way and all provisions of the said rules and 
loca I traffic rul cs and municipal regulations, if 
any. shall he complied with during Ihe 
transportation of the explosives.
